fpel, (the Word of God) hid in the heart, and that (in every 
confcience) may be manifefted, that all men may know again 
the kingdom of Godin them, and that near them , and not 


afar off from them, burhidinthem, which leads into the 


kingdom of God, and truly this I know to be the breathings 
of Ecernal Lovein man, which checks and reproves him in 


- fecret, even for things which no eye fees, nor no ear hears, 


nor ne tongue reproves( which are vifible; )but thereis no fin 
fo feeret, but that fpirit( which fearcheth the heart, and try- 
eth che reins ) findeth it out, and will purfve by checking and 
reproving all chings that is done or acted in that nature where 
the cranfgreffor lives: And this isthe free giftof the pure 
God to man, that thereby man may come to know his call by

as God is pure, who is the giver of it, and as unchangeable as 


Therefore you who have been long wording of ir, Oh that 
there were an heart in youto anfwer to the Lords love.ia re- 
turning to his Witnefs! the long-fuffering of God, the flay- 
ing of the holy and juft One, the piercing and wounding, 
oppreffing as a Cart with fheaves, the pure life & love {which 
is God ) you are not come to know, who live in the pride, ia 
the vanity, in the pleafures, who an{wers not to the Winefs, 


and you that are not come hither , knows nothing, nor an- 


{wers the Call of the Lord, though you may profefs it in 
words.

But many there be ( fons and daughters) who wit nefshis 
death and refurrection , who hold forth a crue teftimony of 
Jefus to the World, whofe Miniftry ftands in Chrift ( the Po« 
wer of God) and iscome to try you ; your Teftimony, and 
Miniftry. Now be patient, and flie not , and do no moreas 
you have done, to betray the holy Seed Chrift, and lofe that 
which fhould be able to make you ftand in the day of trial, 
truly my heart is grieved for you, to fee how you involve 
your felves and ethers into that which leads you , and layes 
you under eternal Woes,and yet you are pleafing your felves 
with a falfe hope, which clothes you with vailsof darknefs, 
and a faith vvhich makes not perfect, and purifies none, but 
hath its ground in chat vvhich is exalted above purity , and 
oppreffeth him vvho is the pure unfpotted life, the Rock of 
Ages, vvhich the trae Faith vvhich makes perfe@ , is groun-— 
dedin; and chis the jult lives by , and al! chey vvho vvitnefs 
this, are not afraid to betried, ror are afhamed of their Te-- 
fiimonie, neither do they manifeft fuch an impatient {pirit co 
turn their back, or runaway , or be impatient or wrathful, 


- but can willinglie (in the true fear of God, vvith meeknefs 


and love ) be readie to give an anfwer to every one that ask- 
eth,andin the fame fpiric (and mind which was in Jefus)calls 
to all you who are bringing forth your ovvn begettings, and 
that vvhich the comprehender hath formed in your ovvn 
minds, every one bringing forth that conception vvhich the 
povversof darknefs forms, but they that lives in Gods pure 
light, feesall this andyouiathe pit, carrying your graves 
about with you, and your clothing is death, and feesall that 
vvhich led you thither , and fees vvhat is doing in all King- 
doms. He that can receive ir, lec him. 

Now Chrift Jefus the light of the World, is vvitneffed to 
be the Word of God, in vvhom is life, and his life is che light 
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of men: Therefore now all you vvho are bufying your 


_ minds, and carnallie reafoning whatit fhould be , fome cal- - 


ling ic a natural light, others faying thac it’s not fafficient 

to fhew every fin, I fay, Ceafe your quarrelling againft that 
which fhould lead you to the help of the Lord, fohn 1 4. John 
knevv vvhat it vvas, he did bear a true Teftimonie, he faid he

Chrift was tke light of men, (mark \It is the life of Chrift is the 
light of men,and this is it that lighteth every man that comes 
into the World, ( according to the meafure ef life received ) 
andI bring in my Teftimonie, (though one of the leaft who 
witnefs life) according to the meafure of life received, That 
ic is light, and doth enlighten, and gave light to me,in which 


_ J faw all chings chat actedin me contrary to the life of Chrifts 


and being believed in, and obeyed , it hath led meouref the 
Devils Kingdom, into Chrift, and fo to God the Father of 
Spirits, and truly people, there is no other way to Chrift, but 
by owning thar vvhich checks and reproves you in fecret; 
thereforeI befeech you return to thelight every one who are 
quarrelling againft it, living in the earelefs mind fo long until 
you fay you know no fuch thing in you, that isa dreadful 
ftate, near the Reprobate who knows not Chrift in thee ;. for 
they that knows not that which reproves or fhews fin, knows 
nothing of Gods gift, nor of his good will te man, and fo 
are walking in the beaftly ftate, without bit or bridle, the 
loveof God cries Wo, Wrath, and Vengeance to fuch a one, 


and that man hath fhut himfelf out from the falvation of : 


God, and hath no way to come near it again, but by waiting 
to feel God’s reproof by his Witnefs, for man being given 
over to the power of the Devil , and his Vefiel Being filled 
with his fpirit, can eafily fin againft Gods Witnefs, and with - 
his will and great delight, eafily join himfelf tothe Tranf- 
Sreffor, againft the light, the life of Chrift, and willingly lye 
down in Tranfgreffion, and in this {tare the God whom he 
ferves (which is the Prince of the Air ) will furnifh him wich 
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ahope which muft perith, and give him a faith which may ex- 
ercife his tongue to talk of, but will neyer make him perfect 


as pertaining co the confcience. And here lies all the Werld, 
( who are foundin the wickednefs.) out of Gods Wifdom, 
out of his Fear, and fourd in the iniquity , in the alienation 
from God, denying the light, amd tran{greffing the life, out 
fromthe help of the Lord, not anfwering his call, but giving 
up themfelves to che Devil, and anfwering to him, and offer- 
ing upall that they have, and are, to him, both in their Wor- 
fhip, and in their daily pra@ife, and now being run far from 
God, that call cannot be heard, nor that voice which calls to 
him to return; yet fomething there is which lets men in this 
{tate know, and convinces them chat they are finners and 
lets them fee that they are weak, and have no power to do 
well, (though they know not whatit is ) becaufe the beaftly 
nature kath covered them with grofs darknefs. 


And though Ged hath made his dwelling-place in dark- _ 


nefs, that fo he might come near to manifeit his love to man, 
et man being fhut up in unbelief , cannot believe thathe is 
9 near him, or thac chisishe who vifits him every day , and 
afHicts him every moment,and this isGods vifitationin man, 


which purfues man with reproefs , Gods good will tothe , 
creature. Now all who flights this, hardens their hearts a- © 


gainit the reproof of the Lord, and are found defpifers of 
his counfel, and will none of :his reproof; therefore he that 
made them, will not fave them, he that formed them, will 
fhew them no fayeur, when-ye-call, he will not anfwer; and 
whea yecry, he will net hear norhelp; and fo all your cry- 
ing in that fpirit , doth but tempt the Lord to pour down 


vengeanceand wrath upon vou: Yet doth the good will of 


God to man follow him with reproofs again, and herein he 
manifefts his long-fuffering. and forbearance, though he be 
preffed as a Cart with fheaves, yet ftill his good will ceafeth 
not, and his mercy and leve waitech to be gracious , and all 
thishe doth that man might return , or be left without ex- 
cufe;for a fufficiency there isin Gods gift co let man fee whac 
is goud,and what is evil, therefore fear and tremble you wan- 
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) , who-are walking at eafe ininiquity , dreadful will 
vom fentence be, when he fhall fwear in his Wrath you fhail 
not enter into his reft,and that be pronounced, /pirir frail 

no longer ftrive with man. Therefore now confider while you 

i] have time, and know that that fpirit fhall ftrive for its time, 
and bear its teftimony in you againft all the powers of dark- 
nefs; for though the Devil be ftrongly featedin mans heart; 
yet the weaknefs of God is {tronger then that, for though 

_ that that checksis the leaft manifeftation of God in the crea- 
' ture, andthe loweft and weakeft that can be in appearance, 
yet is it fo ftrong that all the powers of fin and che Devil 
cannet hinder it from bearing it’s teltimony, until it hatch 
lefc the creature without excufe, and you who are not found 
faithtul-co improve the one Talent, are not found worthy to 

‘receive any more. And fo let the Lord be clear of the blood 
of all men, and whether you receive this, orno, yet a gene- 
ration hath he begorten to himfelf, who will bear witnefs to 
his.gift, and fing Halelujah for evermore.
